Adelaide Hellas Is raring to go in with the 
Quee: ind winners, who have other local com- 
mitments which delay thelr avallability as they 
meet the end of season requirements of the 
Queensland Soccer Federation. 

Then there Is the complication that likely Victo- 
flan State League champions Marlbynong Polonia 
lack the funds to contemplate taking up an NSL 
position. 

And that is only part of the story. They had to 
halve contract payments to their players during the 
year and change coaches. 

In addition the club admits that Its future is 
limited. It Is ilkely to merge or arrange to be taken 
over, which In plain terms could well mean that It 
may not survive. 

Wollongong City has the honour of going up 
from the position available to the NSW-ACT 
winner. 

With no guarantee of staying In the league, the 
club has to ralse tremendous money to meet the 
affillation fees, player and ground costs and so on. 

Canberra, Blacktown and Melita reckon they de- 
serve an NSL position and feel they could finance 
tt. 


it seems certain that no other NSW club would 
give a moment’s thought to promotion. 

There Is a general feeling amongst the interested 
NSW clubs that, despite the benefits of the pro- 
posed Perth club, they have rights to consideration 
if vacancles occur. 

The Perth group belleve they can raise funds 

from what would be a close-knit local Itallan com- 
munity, provided four State League clubs agree to 
combine as expected. 
» if Perth comes in It Is certain that existing clubs 
will want a very long term commitment that they 
meet the travel costs of visitors from other states, 
providing of course that Perth maintains its place. 

Even allowing that some airways deals might be 
done, the $50,000 that the Western Australians are 
Initially offering as a travel subsidy Is a drag on 
their funds and their ability to field a strong side. 

There Is of course the possibility that Brisbane 
could be back on the NSL deck, which would furth- 
er extend travel costs. 

if anyone had a doubt over the financial de- 
mands on clubs in the present National League It 
would have been erased by the league’s own state- 
ments - that the futures of some half of its member 
clubs are In jeopardy unless they meet the fees 
that are overdue. 

This of course could be a ploy, pressing some 
clubs to pay monies due which they would other- 
wise delay whilst more pressing accounts are met. 

Certainly there must be some admiration for 
clubs who commit themselves so deeply In order 
to provide top class football. 

But It would be foolish to assume that there Is 
not a deal more behind the NSL plea. 

Rarely if ever does the public see any sport 
publicly press its own member clubs to meet their 
debts. 


Some clubs are going to their communities with 
strong approaches to ralse funds to carry them on. 

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY Itself has just 
had an approach from a leading official of one of 
Australla’s top clubs, making In the most earnest 
of terms a plea that the NSL be regionalised once 
again.

Their commit- 
tee works exceptionally 
hard, they do things in 
style and they fulfil their 
obligations. 

Having listed such a 
catalogue of excellent 
attributes, it is appropriate 
to examine why they 
haven't succeeded in big 
company. 

The extra that Melita 
has lacked has revolved 
around their failure to find 
the courage to go out and 
sign those extra two or 
three high quality players 
that decide the club’s 
direction. 

Look at just some of the 
present day players and 
those of yesteryear who 
had the capacity to go out 
and change the course of 
events for their clubs.

It can be argued that by securing better grounds 
clubs could overcome some present problems, 
and hopefully some will be able to do so. 

It Is not our purpose to exaggerate the situation. 
At the same time the degree of trouble must not be 
understated in the best interests of the future of 
the game. 

There seems little doubt that the NSL would do 
well to have a close look at the financial statements 
of its members as soon as it can be arranged. 

Clubs need evaluation on their achievements, 
and financial stability must be part of the scene. 

Their financial viability cannot be simply gauged 

~ by the ability - or otherwise - to meet commitments 
to the league itself. 

No matter In which way the NSL and various 
leading clubs move, over the years will come an 
Increasing realisation that soccer like other sports 
must more and more become wholesome family 
entertainment If it Is to succeed. 

it will be the clubs who grasp this vital principle 
that will be there in the end, no matter whether it is 
necessary to look ten and even twenty years 
ahead.

THE time has come for the ACT’s three major 
sporting teams to work together “to provide Can- 
berra with a level of sport and entertainment 
which has never been seen here before,” sporting 
entrepreneur Bob Pritchard said. 

“Canberra has three teams which are competitive 
across the nation — the Raiders in rugby league, the 
Cannons in basketball, and the Canberra Griffins soccer 
team,” he said. 

“There is absolutely no reason why those three teams 
cannot work together. 

“It's very expensive to promote three teams inde- 
pendently and while | know people will be fearful of their 
crowds being poached, this has not been the experience 
in the United States.”” 

Pritchard, who was in Canberra to announce a link 
between his company, Bob Pritchard International 
Marketing, and the Griffins, said he would be opening 
negotiations with the Cannons and the Raiders. 

It was also expected that the Griffins would move to- 
wards being a publicly-owned company and to this end 
that club was launching a Soccer Support Certificate 
which anyone could purchase. “Then, when we float the 
company, people can redeem their certificates for 
shares.” 

In the short term soccer suppporters could expect far 
more than just a match for their admittance money to 
Bruce stadium next season. “It will be a full entertain- 
ment day,” he said. 

“Sport today is about the family. And, win or loose, if 
they all come away at 5.30pm saying that they enjoyed 
themelves, then they will be back. 

“We will market the club with flair. There will be jingles 
and a slogan aimed at getting the community behind us. 

“The days of having a national competition with half 
your teams in Melbourne and half in Sydney will soon be 
over. The best areas are those small enough to build 
parochial support behind one team. Canberra is just the 
right size and soccer is already very popular here.” 

Pritchard said it was not crucial that Canberra played in 
the NSL next season “although we will approach the 
league for readmittance even if we did not win promotion. 

“If we are unsuccesful we will adjust our targets for 
another year in the State League — but our eventual 
target must be a place in the national competition.”’

JOHN YZENDOORN’S 200TH ANIVERSARY 


AN IN DEPTH FEATURE BY 
MELBOURNE’S GREG BLAKE 


PLENTY can and has been said about the career of 
32-year-old -Brunswick Juventus veteran John 
Yzendoorn. Accusations, many of them untrue, 
have been levelled at him, he’s been branded a 
rebel and troublemaker and, for a time, the Syd- 
ney press delighted in taking shots at him. 


But one thing that can- 
not be questioned about 
Yzendoorn’s NSL career 
is that the slightly built, 
sandy-haired defender 
has been the model of con- 
sistency in over a decade 
of soccer in Australia. 

At 32 Yzendoom can’t 
go on forever and unfortu- 
nately few have paid tri- 
bute to him in recent times. 
His polished displays ‘in 
the heart of the Juve de- 
fence have gone un- 
recognised week by week. 

But at the time of writing 
Yzendoorn has just 
passed the milestone 200 
NSL game mark to make 
this as good a time as any 
to give him the credit he 
deserves. 

Like it or not Yzendoom 
is one of the all time great 
NSL champions, and 
there are a few who would 
not like to concede that at 
all. 

The infamous national 
team ‘tapping’ incident 
which put paid to Yzen- 
doom'’s Socceroo career 
became ‘black mark num- 
ber one’ against his name, 
and there are many who 
refuse to forgive or forget 
that little indiscretion. 

Yzendoorn, wisely, still 
tefused to be drawn on 
that matter even these 
days. 

And of course Yzen- 
doorn has been found guil- 
ty by association following 
his many years under the 
coaching guidance of Len 

_McKendry. 

McKendry, the 
coaching rebel, has 
achieved a level of suc- 
cess which is only equal- 
led by his ability to make as 
many enemies as friends 
in the game. 

The contrasting public- 
ity which has made 
McKendry an_ enigmatic 
public figure has been 
passed on to Yzendoorn, 
who has served him so 
well at Heidelberg, South 
Melbourne and now at 

. Brunswick. 

And yet Yzendoorn, at 
least these days, is one of 
the least public figures 
around as he goes about 
his playing and his private 
life quietly and with a mini- 
mum of fuss. 


Query 


He seemed even a 
Ilttle puzzled when ASW 
approached him about 
his 200th game. “It’s 
been a long while since 
I've had this much 
publicity,” mused the 
likeable Juve defender. 

And that is how it’s been 
for the unassuming but 
ever-so_ efficient +~Yzen- 
doorn for some time now. 

Season 1984 was the 
last time he remembers 
being in the spotlight so 
much — in the year that he 
led by example to help 
South Melbourne Hellas to 
its most glorious national 
triumph. 

“In 1984 when we won 
everthing at Hellas is cer- 
tainly one of my greatest 


Memories,” —_Yzendoorn 
told me. 
“Playing is all about 


winning things really. 

“So you enjoy moments 
like that or when Juventus 
won the league in 1986, 
and in 1980 when | was 
with Heidelberg and we 
beat Sydney City 4-0 in the 
top five Grand Final played 
in Canberra.” 

Not everyone realises 
that not all of Yzendoom’s 
triumphs have come 
under Len McKendry. 

Whilst admitting he and 
McKendry have been 
great mates since they 
met in 1978, Yzendoorn is 
quick to point out that he 
has actually been signed 
by his current coach only 
once. 

Yzendoom joined his

first NSL club Heidelberg 
(then Fitzroy United) in the 
1978/78 close-season. At 
that stage the club was 
coached by John Margar- 
He transfered to South 
Melboume Hellas in 
March 1983, when they 
were under the guidance 
of former national team 
boss Rale Rasic. 

Both times McKendry 
joined the respective clubs 
after Yzendoom, and only 
his 1986 transfer to current 
club Brunswick Juventus 
was actually to a 
McKendry coached team. 


Ability 


Regardless, Yzen- 
doorn ranks McKendry a 


class above most of the 
local coaches. 

“We first met when he 
came to my first Australian 
club Prahran Slavia to do a 
coaching course in his 
capacity as Victorian 
coaching director,’’ Yzen- 
doom explains. 

“What he put on that 
night was a real eye-open- 
er to me. 

“The things that he said 
made sense to me for the 
first itme in my career. 

“Most of what he says 
his just common sense but 
1 really believe in his 
coaching methods.”” 

Yzendcom says he 
doesn’t-purposely go for a 
low profile image these 
days, and he isn’t bitter

about the treatment he has 
received from the media 
since the infamous Soc- 
Ceroo ‘taping’ incident. 

But it is clear that the 
former Socceroo is hurt 
that he was virtually 
thrown on the international 
scrapheap at 26. 

“Look, | really don’t 
want to talk about it too 
much except to say that 
I've always been disap- 
pointed that the whole 
business was blown up too 
much out of proportion,” 
Yzendoom says. 

“Especially by a couple 
of people in the Sydney 
media who, to this day, 
have never contacted me 
for my side of the story. 

“In the end | think | was 
just used as a bit of a 
scapegoat for the ASF. 

“| say that because 
everybody knew about it 
(the taping) the day after it 
happened, but nothing 
was said until we were 
beaten by New Zealand.” 


Speaking Out 

Yzendoorn conceeds 
that his honest, up-front 
attitude and a penchant 
for speaking his mind 
might have hindered his 
career and earned him- 
self soemthing of a re- 
putation as a rebel in his 
own right. 

“But I'm afraid that I've 
the type of personality that 
if | don’t agree with some- 
thing I'll say something,” 
he says. 

“But being _ honest 
doesn’t always pay off. 

“Some people might 
see me as a rebel and 
‘although the taping busi- 
ness might be seem by 
some as having been 
sneaky, I'm a pretty open 
above-board sort of bloke. 

“Because I’m a friend of 
Len’s might also ahve 
gone against me because 
he has never really got on 
well with authority. 

“But I’m a great admirer 
ofLen. 


“And | believe that you 
have to be honest to your- 
self and stand by what you 
believe in. 

“What disappoints me 
is that people might make 
judgements on me without 
even knowing me, but 
even I've done that to 
people at times and it's 
surprising how wrong you 
can be about a person.” 


Yzendoorn also refuses 
to be drawn on singling out

“We were in Zabreb 
waiting to go to the airport 
and just as we thought all 
the touring party were 
aboard we realised that 
Les Scheinflug and Jamie 
Paton were missing. 

“Gutendorf told the 
coach driver to leave de- 


spite them not being 
aboard and we took off to 
the airport. 


“As we were leaving | 
saw Jamie Paton come 
running from the hotel and 
out to the road behind the 
bus and | don't think I've 
ever seen anything funnier 
than Jamie running down 
the road in the snow with 
his suitcases crashing 
along beside him.” 

The humour of the situa- 
tion waned when Paton 
and Scheinflug arrived at 
the airport after following 
the bus in a taxi. 

Gutendorf wanted to 
send Paton home and it 
was only after the players

had banded together to 
convince him  othenvise 
that the former national 
coach reneged. 

But Paton'’s Socceroo 
career was as good as 
over and it was Yzendoorn 
who suffered the same 
fate not long afterward. 

Half a decade on and in 


retrospect that seems 
such a shame. 
Yzendoorn’s given 


plenty in the ensuing years 
at club level and there's 
nothing surer than the 
NSL's newest 200 gamer 
would have done the same 
in the green and gold. 

But sport is full of ‘might 
have beens,’ and to John 
Yzendoorn all we want to 
say is ‘well done”’.

ALBERT KIDD 
HEARTS BREAKER

ALTHOUGH ALbert Kidd, Adelaide Hellas’ new 
acquisition from Scotland, played with distinc- 
tion for five senior clubs in his native country, it is 
the supporters of two clubs he never appeared for 
— Heart of Midlothian and Glasgow Celtic -- who 
will most easily remember him. For it was Kidd 
who determined that Celtic and not Hearts won 
the 1985-86 Scottish League Championship. 

Hearts went into the final match of that season with a 
two point lead over Celtic, and requiring just a draw 
against Dundee to win their first major honour for 23 
years. 

All was going well for them, they were comfortably 
holding Dundee to a scoreless draw late into the game, 
when Kidd came on as a substitute and snatched two 
goals to end the Edinburgh side’s unbeaten run which 
had extended to 31 games. Meanwhile Celtic were beat- 
ing St Mirren 5-0 and stealing the Championship on goal 
difference. 

His standing in Hearts supporters’ popularity polls 
plunged further the following year when appearing to 
feign an injury that resulted in a “Jam Tarts” player 
being sent off. 

Kidd, however, achieved far more in his Scottish 
League career than gaining ‘public enemy number one’ 
status on the terraces of Tynecastle Park. 

Joining Brechin City from junior club Carnoustie Pan- 
mure in 1976, he subsequently played for Arbroath, 
Motherwell, Dundee and Falkirk. His League appear- 
ances totalled 298, during which he scored 52 goals. 

A skilful player who was never short of confidence, he 
proved himself equally capable as a midfielder, winger or 
striker. 

Twice Kidd was the subject of club record transfers. 
The $100,000 Motherwell paid to acquire him in 1980 
remains the highest amount Arbroath have received for a 
player, and, a year later home town club Dundee paid the 
largest fee in their history, $160,000, for his services. 

Turning 30 on October 16, Kidd still has time to make 
his presence felt in the West End National Soccer 
League, should the Adelaide club gain promotion. 

Already he has enjoyed far greater success in South 
Australia than during his one previous experience of soc- 
cer beyond Scotland's shores. 

Last year he joined a’ club in America’s Major Indoor 
Soccer League but returned home after just two weeks!

Crowd violence Is most certainly a worry to 
any genuine soccer fan and | for one totally 
disapprove of it but | disapprove of journalists 
who make mountains out of molehilis. This 
article used very little fact content and a great 
deal of imagination to sensationalise the 
events of the afternoon. 

These journalists don’t do Soccer any 
favours. | am sure that the other codes don’t 
report every little scuffle that may occur In 
their game.

NOTHING is more certain than the fact that 
various people would have differng views on what 
constitutes riotous behaviour. 

However, Mr Miocic, the West End NSL must 
have viewed the situation extremely seriously. 
They fined Sydney Croatia $2,000 and the club is 
now required to provide security at such hotspots 
as behind the goals and at the players’ entry. 

They will consider putting the games on behind 
closed doors and will not allow Croatia-Footscray 
games to be played at Edensor Park. 

As to the accuracy of our report — which inci- 
dentally is corroborated by the report in the 
Sydney Daily Telegraph news section of Monday 
August 31 and was written by another keen Soc- 
cer man— we reply to the points raised as follows: 

..- The warfare was not between two sets of 
supporters. It was clearly directed from a section 
of Croatia followers against the Footscray team. 

... If the Croatia management was not expect- 
ing a carryover from Melbourne, why did they 
mount security precautions of a magnitude rarely 
seen at an Australian Soccer match? 

... If we assume that Zoran Nikitovic did enjoy 
having missiles hurled at him, | am sure that the 
rest of the players, the referee and the linesmen 
did not.

... The man who was chased off by security 
guards was backed by a group who caused trou- 
ble, but | of course agree did not jump the barri- 
cade. 

. | counted nine wagons and squad cars. 
Authority for plain-clothes men in the crowd is a 
prominent Croatia official, and for Tactical Re- 
sponse personnel the journalists who saw them. 

. . . My subjective view of why the police left the 
people behind the goal to club attendants is that 
they chose to exercise discretion so as not to incite 
possible further trouble. 

. As to the possible abandonment of the 
game, | am aware that this was considered by the 
referee, on the grounds of the need to protect the 
safety of players, officials and ancillary staff.

SOUTH MELBOURNE can consider itself extremely fortunate to

FROM MAL GRIEVE 


AN Australian sporting 


first kicks off late in 


November when a representative Aboriginal team 
leaves Australia to play against both the national 
team and an indigenous indoor soccer team in 


Canada. 


Preparation for the 
event began at the Ausira- 
lian Institute of Sport in 
Canberra last month, 
when 21 young Aboriginal 
sportsmen from around 
the country gathered for a 
training course to fine- 
tune their indoor soccer 
skills. 

The training course was 
organised jointly by the 
Australian Indoor Soccer 
Federation, the AIS Natio- 
nal Coaching Centre and 
the Commonwealth De- 
partment of Aboriginal 
Affairs. 

The Federation has 
arranged a_ three-match 
program against Cana- 
da's national team, The 
Aboriginal team will also 
play three matches 
against a team made up of 
indigenous Canadians 
from the province of British 
Columbia. 

“The idea for a tour 
was sparked by two 
events -- the thrilling action 
of the Pacific Basin com- 
petition in July, and the 
successful National 
Aboriginal Indoor Soccer 
Championship held in 
Canberra earlier _— this: 
year,” said AISF tour 
Official David Smart. 

“The Championship, 
organised by the AISF and 
the Department of Aborigi- 
nal Affairs, was a miles- 
tone for Australian 
Aboriginal sport, and an 
important step forward in 
the national development 
program currently under- 
way for indoor soccer,” 
he said. 

After two days of intense 
competition NSW downed 
South Australia 8-2 in an 
exciting final. 

In July Australia hosted 
the first Pacific Indoor Soc- 
cer Cup, and Mexico, the 
United States, Canada, 
Japan and New Zealand 
competed at the National 
Indoor Sports Centre. 

Canada played well to 
finish fourth in the com- 
petition but will have a 
chance to do better when 
the United States hosts 
the second Pacific event 
next year. 

“In the finale to a 
magnificent series, which 
featured some of the best 
indoor soccer players in 
the world, Mexico downed 
Australia in the final in front 
of nearly 3,000 people,” 
said Mr Smart. 

“It really showed how 
exciting this sport can 
be,” he added.

“Secondly, when the 
tour is over, | hope these 
talented young sportsmen 
will share with younger 
Aboriginals the know- 
ledge and experience 
gained at training and in 
competition. 


“This will bring a new 
generation of trained, ex- 
periences indoor soccer 
players to communities 
around the country, further 
encouraging involvement 
in the sport and lending 
greater impetus to the 
national development pro- 
gram,” he said.

The feeling of many 
clubs with ethnic back- 
ground is not only to wear 
colours of the group for 
which they represent; but 
also to see at least 90% of 
the players coming from 
the ranks of their own com- 
munity. 

Let us give our juniors a 
better chance to play at 
senior levels. 

Better judgement 
should be exercised by 
referees to keep the game 
flowing allowing the 
advantage when neces- 
sary and not whistle need- 
lessly because at this rate 
Soccer is becoming very 
boring. 
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Furthermore perhaps it 
could be a good move not 
to have any more than two 
star players per team im- 
ported from elsewhere. 

Why only take money 
away from junior clubs? 


These suggestions 
could help in solving some 
of the problems that Soc- 
cer is facing in Australia 
and at the same time pro- 
mote the game as Austra- 
lia’s no.1 sport. 


For the past eight years | 
have been coaching Mel- 
bourne Croatia juniors 
and believe me a lot of 
talent has been coached 
by me, but | ask myself to- 
day what has happened to 
all these boys? 


I had the pleasure to talk 
to some of the parents of 
the boys and the vast 
majority agree that Soccer 
is on the decline because 
coaches prefer to engage 
players from outside 
rather than give local 
talented players a 
chance. 

We must adopt the 
same system as used 
overseas.

By the time he met them

Bill was so over- 
whelmed all he could reply 
was “Uh uh!... Yes’... 1 
think so... Perhaps... is 
that so!... Right!" ... or 


any cryptic reply he 
thought was appropriate 
for the moment. 


The other men stood by 
wondering just what to do 
next. They wondered 
whether Bill would race for 
his car and screech off in a 
cloud of dust or seek re- 
fuge in the train that had 
just pulled in on its way to 
Sydney. 


The only one uncon- 


cerned, was the teams 
coach and perfect foil, Mr 
Norm Landers. He

A OR SURVIVAL? 


BALGA ON A TIGHTROPE

MONEY is the root of all 
evil — so they say. 

But without it suc- 
cess invariably is out of 
reach. 

So it is for unfashion- 
able Balga in the WA 
State League competi- 
tion. 

Balga, from the North- 
ern Suburbs of Perth, 
gained entry into the State 
league in 1984 when they 
finished second to another 
struggling outfit called For- 
restfield United. 

Like Forrestfield last 
year, Balga seem headed 
back to the Second Divi- 
sion, a victim of the finan- 
cial tyranny that so often 
rules our lives. 

Financial support has 
always made the differ- 
ence between — survival 
and disaster in high profile 
sports, 

Balga has lived on the 
edge of disaster since 
gaining State League sta- 
tus, having to win their last 
three matches in 1985 to 
retain their position by goal 
average. 

They were a little more 
fortunate last year when 
they stayed up by two 
matches in eighth spot. 

But once again they 
have left it till the last match 
of the season to save 
themselves, 

Unfortunately, this time 
they must rely on another 
result in combination with 
their resources to survive. 

Sitting in second last 


place, a relegation spot in 
the 12 club competition, 
Balga must beat fellow 
strugglers Cockburn Un- 
ited, while long time State 
League identity Inglewood 
Kiev must lose to. Gos- 
nellls City. 

Neither result is out of 
the question. In fact Balga 
couldn't have a_ better 
opponent in the circumst- 
ances. 

The real question is can, 
or will Gosnells City lift 
themselves to beat Kiev. 

If there is a detrimental 
aspect of the final round to 
Baiga, it is that they have to 
play away at Cockburn’s 
ground while Keiv are at 
home. 


Saved? 


Just before the trans- 
fer deadline of June 30, 
Klev lashed out money 
to buy players to save 
themselves from what 
looked certain relega- 
tion. 

| suppose it has worked 
to some degree. 

Before the deadline 
Kiev had won only one 
match in 13 games and 
held last place on the 
table.

JUNIOR STANDARD IMPROVEMENT 


BY JOHN DOYLE 


THE grand finals of the 
NSW Youth League 
competition were play- 
ed In bright sunshine at 
Lambert Park. 


A large crowd turned up 
to see the splendid action. 
Marconi won the Under 
13's, APAI the Under 14's, 
Marconi the Under 15's 
and Croatia the Under 
16's. 


The Lambert Park sur- 
face was ideal for the 
games. The decision to 
hold last week's final on a 
surface as poor at Knight 
Park in Yennora was 
disgraceful. NSL and 
State League clubs are 
getting serious at last 
about junior coaching. 


They are hiring pro- 
fessional coaches who are 
held accountable for im- 
proving the performance 
of their teams. 


These clubs demand 
effectiveness on the part 
of the coaches. The coach 
must improve the physical 
attributes of his players, 
their fitness, ball control 
etc and also their mental 
ability to play under 
pressure. 

Young players learn to 
create space, to control 
the ball quickly and to hit 
available options from 
their supporting players. 
For hours of mental and

physical rehersals they 
gradually learn how to 


. Move on the park. 


Skillful soccer cannot be 
demonstrated on poor 
grounds. The players be- 
come more anxious and 
the game can become 
dangerous. Hours spent in 
practice are wasted by the 
expedient decision to use 
an unacceptable surface. 


The decision to drop the 
Under 16 age group is 
another example of poor 
long term planning. We 
need an Under 17 age 
group to fill the gap be- 
tween under 16 and under 
19’s. 

But a decision to drop 
the under 16’s is another 
case of solving one pro- 
blem by creating another. 


What alternatives have 
they looked at? There are 
two exceptionally difficult 


age groups for adoles- 


cents. 


The thirteen age group 
is so impressionable that 
any fears developed at this 
age remain part of the self- 
image and personality. 


Any failure at this age can 
have serious consequ- 
ences for the maturing 
Player. They should not to 
face the pressures of 
Youth League. 


They should play in 
games that are fun, scores 
may be kept but no points 
should be awarded to 
make the result more im- 
portant than the game. 


At Under 16, boys are at 
another critical age in their 
lives. There are so many 
hormones rushing around 
in the blood that the boys 
are confused about their 
goals and identies. 


They need time at this 
age to settle down, some 
of the more talented in this 
age group are slow matur- 
ers, both physically and 
emotionally. Just look at 
any year nine or year ten 
boy at school and you will 
know what | mean. 


Leave the Under 16’s, 
create the Under 17’s. 

Remember Under 13 
boys are still in or have just 
left primary school, they 
should be left with repre- 
sentative status and up- 
graded to Youth League at 


Taylor moved on to take 
over Watford, where he 
did well with a direct style 
of play which however 
brought considerable 
criticism in England.

A system such as this 
will take pressure off the 
younger boys and allow 
them to develop a genuine 
love of the game itself. It 
will also allow the older 
players to receive the full 
benefits of the creation of 
the Under 17 competition. 


Despite these concerns 
there was very encourag- 
ing signs to emerge from 
the Youth competition. 


The 1987 Under 15 age 
group is the most talented 
group in junior soccer 
history. 

At least three of the boys 
on show at Under 15 age 
level on Saturday should 
have scouts from Real 
Madrid or other famous 
clubs talking to their 
parents. George Soros 
from Olympic has super- 
star quality. Olympic also 
boasts the best poacher of 
goals in junior soccer in the 
shape of David Soule and 
Marconi have in Paul 
Okon the makings of a 
compelete footballer. 


Congratulations to the 
winning teams, their 
coaches and managers, 
and to the organisers of 
the grand finals. Some 
serious considerations of 
the long term needs of the 
game should see the 
youth competition further 
enhancing soccer in Aus- 
tralia.

Vizovitis said former 
NSL player Tony Lemezi- 
na would sign as soon as

and they would wait fore- 
ver for that in outdoor 
Soccer. 

“| have no quarrel with 
outdoor Soccer but | would 
expect my players to make 
themselves available for 
matches unless there is a 
direct clash of times.” 

Strikers’ manager Keith 
Rundle has admitted that 
the nine players the club 
has available for the 
weekend represent only 
about two thirds of its pro- 
jected squad. 


The Australian Indoor 
Soccer Federation’s sole 
Purpose for existing is to 
develop, promote and 
control Indoor Soccer for 
the health, well-being and 
enjoyment of any Austra- 
lian who may enjoy the 
game.
